What is a Contract?

A contract a deliberate 

nt between competent parties, 
egal consideration, to do or not to do some 
act. In its widest sense it includes records 
and specialties ; but the term is usually em- 
ployed to designate only simple or parol 
contracts. By parol contracts is to be un- 
derstood not only verbal and unwritten con- 
tracts, but all contracts not of record nor 
under seal. This is strictly the legal sig- 
nification of the term contract, inasmuch as 
that reciprocity of consideration and mu- 
tuality of agreement which are necessary to 
constitute a parol agreement, are not req- 
uisite in obligations of record and in special-

ties. 
Contracts are divided into three classes : 
Contracts of record, such as judg- 
recognizances and statutes staple. 

Second : Specialties, which are contracts un- 

der seal, such as deeds and bonds. Third : 

Simple contracts, or contracts by parol. 

A parol contract then is any contract 

not of record nor under seal, whether it be 
written or verbal. Certainty and facility of 
proof are all the advantages gained by re- 
ducing such-@h agreement to writing ; the 
liabilities of the respective parties are not 
changed. Every contract is founded upon 
the mutual agreement of the parties, and 
that agreement may be formally stated in 
words or committed to writing, or 1t may be 
a legal inference drawn from the circum- 
stances of the case in order to explain the 
situation, conduct and relations of the 
parties. When the agreement is formal, and 
stated either verbally or in writing it is 
usually called an express contract. When 
the agreement is matter of inference and 
deduction it is called an implied contract. 
Both species of contracts are, however, 
founded upon the actual agreement of the 
parties, and the only distinction between 
them is in regard to the mode of proof, and 
belongs to the law of evidence. In an im- 
plied contract the law only supplies that 
which, although not stated, must be pre- 
sumed to have been the agreement intended 
by the parties. The law always presumes 
such agreements to have been made as 
Justice and reason would dictate, and assists 
the parties to any transaction to an honest 
explanation of it; but a promise contra- 
vening the express declarations of the party 
charged, made at the time of the supposed | 
agreement, will not be implied unless such | 
declarations are at variance with some legal 
duty, and then the law will imply a promise 
to perform that duty. 

Wherever a party avails himself of the 
benefits of services done for him, although 
without his positive authority or request, 
the law supplies the formal words of contract 
and presumes him to have promised an 
adequate compensation. So also, where a 
person engages to do any work or perform 
any service, he is understood to engage that 
he has sufficient skill and ability to fulfill his 
contract, and also that he will use all the 
means necessary to accomplish it. So also, | 
''a man having a title to certain property 
silently permits another to deal with that 
property as ‘his éwn, in all transactions be- 

cen such person and others, acting in the 
ae that the property belonged to 

im, the ttue owner would be bound. 

Thus, if a man stands by and knowingly 
sees his own property sold, and either en- 
courages the sale or does not forbid it, the | 
law implies a contract between him and the 
endee, and accredits the actual seller as his 
agent ; this rule obtains on the clear ground 
that if one of two innocent persons must 
suffer a loss, where one has misled the | 
other, he who has been the cause of the loss | 
ought to bear it ; but in all casesthe circum- 
stances must be such as unequivocally to 
‘mply a contract between the parties, and | 

evidence may be given to rebut such a pre- 
sumption. Nor is this rule restricted to 
cases where the true owner of property

So, whenever there is a uniform usage in 
a particular trade, the parties are presumed 
to have contracted in reference to such 
usage unless it be expressly excluded by 
them, or unless it be inconsistent with the 
actual terms of their agreement. It must, 
however, be a general usage, or an universal 
custom, which is brought home to the 
knowledge of the party, or it must be the | 
special course or habit of dealing of one of 
the parties, recognized and assented to by 
the other, or no such presumption will arise. 


In such cases the usage is understood to 
form a portion of the contract, and to ex- 
clude a rule of law inconsistent with it. 

If in a written contract the words of re- 
cital or reference manifest a clear intention 
that the parties shall do certain acts not ex- 
pressly stipulated, the courts have there- 
from inferred a covenant to do such acts, 
and have sustained actions of covenant for 
their non-performance, in like manner as if 
the instrument had contained express cove- 
nants to perform them

The tripod was then set up over one 
end of the base line, and the board was so 
adjusted that a point on the paper, the loca- 
tion of which was determined by the gen- 
eral pipe line, came exactly over the stake 
which marked one end of the base line. 
The carpenter's level was then laid on top 
of the paper, and with one edge over the 
point already alluded to the level was 
sighted toward stake No.1. ‘The top of 
the level was not sighted this time ; instead 
of this the sighting was done along the side 
of the instrument, and care was taken to do 
it along the side which passed over the 
point already mentioned. 

When the level was exactly in line with | 
stake No. 1 a pencil mark was drawn along 
the side of the level. This being done, the 
level was carefully lifted and swung around 
so that it pointed to the other end of the 
base line exactly at a stake placed thereon. 
The side of the level along which sighting | 
was done was kept exactly over the point 
already alluded to, ahd when in that posi- 
tion another line was drawn along the side 
of the level on which the sighting was done. 
This line represented the direction of the 
base line. The level was then lifted and 
turned to point toward stake No, 2, being 
kept of course on the point as well.

was evident that it marked the location of 
stake No. 1. Ina similar manner all of the 
other stakes were located, and then lines 
were drawn from one intersection to the 
other, giving a very perfect plan of the pipe 
In this manner the surveying and 
leveling were done with an instrument which 
chanic.

Apparatus for Recovering Alkali. 


An improvement in rotary furnaces 
designed for the recovery of soda or other 
alkalies from the refuse liquors of pulp mills, 
but applicable also for the recovery of other 
incombustible chemicals from solutions, is 
illustrated herewith. 

Fig. 1 is aside elevation of the furnace 
partly in vertical mid-section. Fig. 2 is an 
end elevation partly in vertical section on 
the line 2—2 in Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a vertical 
longitudinal section of a portion of the appa- 
ratus on a larger scale than the preceding 
figures. Fig. 4 is a vertical section of the 
discharge end of the rotary calcining cham 
ber, and of the supplying furnace or fire box

The rotary cham- 
ber A is constructed with its outlet end 4, 
which communicates with the opening @ in 
the stack, to project into a recess, c, formed 
around this opening so as to make a suitably 
close connection or joint between the re- 
volving chamber and the stationary stack. 
The opposite end of the chamber is nearly 
closed by the fire box or furnace D, which 
is arranged close against it, and which is 
formed with a flange or shield, D’, on its 
side toward the chamber. 

The alkaline liquor to be concentrated and 
calcined is placed in a supply tank, F, from 
which it is introduced into the stack B at any 
suitable height in order to be showered or 
streamed down the stack and thereby concen- 
trated. In the base of the stack, or in any 
other suitable or convenient location, is con- 
structed a receiving tank or pit, C, for re- 
ceiving the liquid thus concentrated. The 
preferred means for introducing the liquid 
from the tank F into the stack is by pumping 
it up and spraying it into the stack. The 
hquid flows through a pipe, ¢, to a pump, G, 
from which it is pumped up through a pipe, 
7,to discharge into the stack through a 
spraying nozzle, H, arranged at any suitable 
height within the stack B (see Fig. 1). The 
flow to this nozzle is regulated by a valve, /. 
Another nozzle, H’, is arranged at or near the 
top of the stack, and by more or less 
the valve 7, the 
nozzle through a pipe, 7*, 
tion of the pipe 7. The nosdiaa 3 siden 
be of any construction adapted to either 
spray or subdivide the liquid and thereby 
cause it to shower down through the stack, 
or to deflect it against the walls of the stack 
so that it shall be caused to stream down 
against the heated walls. The liquid thus 
descending through the stack is concentrated 
by the hot walls thereof, or by the hot gases 
of combustion ascending therethrough, and 
ultimately falls into the tank C, which thus 
forms a receptacle for the concentrated solu- 
tion. 

From the tank C the concentrated liquid 
is fed into the calcining chamber. The flow 
of liquid from the tank F through the pipe 
e is determined by the level of the liquid in 
the tank C, which rises in a standpipe, 4, in 
which is mounted a float, g, that is connect- 
ed to a valve, /, in the pipe ¢, so that as the 
| level in the tank C rises the float rises and 
| partly closes the valve, thereby reducing the 
flow. A branch pipe, ¢’, leads from the tank 
C to the pump G, so that the latter may 
draw liquid either from the tank F through 
the pipe ¢, or from the tank C through the 
pipe ¢’. ‘The latter pipe is ordinarily closed 
by a valve, ¢2, but whenever the liquid in the 
tank C is not sufficiently concentrated this

Paper Making in Mexico. 
FABRICA DE BELEM, Mexico, May 8, 1893. 
Editor of The Journal : 

I see by Tue Journat of April 29 that 
W. T. Schank thinks that I have something 
at stake; but that is an error, as I only 
want to prevent parties who think that in 
order to make a fortune all they have to do 
is to come down here and put up a mill 
from being misled. I am glad to hear that 


there is one mill in Mexico which can get 


enough to do running on one order of paper. 
There are four mills in the circuit of Mexi- 
co; two of these at this time and for some 
months past have not been making half 
time for lack of orders, because they can- 
not make the variety of papers we do here, 
and the owner of one of them told me him- 
self that his mill was not paying anything, 
although it is a two machine mill. Some 
time ago his mill was valued at over $200,- 
000. 

There is another mill which has not been 
run a year yet, and the cost is crowding 
hard on $800,000, and it is only able to dis- 
pose of its product by lowering prices. It 
has-never run more than two-thirds time 
since it started, and I am sure that another 
5 ton mill erected at this time would demor- 
alize the market. The Belem Mill here has 
over $150,000 worth of American machinery, 
as well as some German and English. I 
think that Mr. Schank is rather wide of the 
mark when he says that $500,000 would buy

license. Aside from the grant of use, 
licenses are mainly for the benefit of the 
lessor, regulating and restricting the use. 
Such a contract as the above is of itself a 
license to use, fully protecting the users 
against any claim of infringement of the 
patentee’s right. It prevents him from as- 
serting infringement. An agreement to 
license is as efficacious as a license in that 
respect, the conditions being performed by 
the licensee. And a license would be pre- 
sumed from the mere acquiescence of the 
patentee in such use and from the relation 
and acts of the parties.—American Paper 
Bag Company v. Van Nortwick, U.S.
